TRAGIC DEATH OF 


EDWARD G, KETCHUM 


Probably the people of Grand Rap- 


ids were never more pamiully shock- 
ed artd surprised than they were last 
Friday afternoon when it became gen- 
erally known that E. C. Ketchum had 
lost his life by being crushed beneath 
his automobile, which had turned 
over with him on the Sigel road west 
of the city while on his way home 
from Pittsville. 


The accident happened about noon, 


Mr. Ketchum and his brother Amsey 
having left here during the forenoon 
to go to Pittsville. 
They were on 


their way home, and had reached a 
point on the Sigel road between the 
city and "the old John Wheir place, 
and were speeding along at a pretty 
good rate, when Mr. Ketchum's hat 
blew off, and as lie made a sudden 
reach for it, or turned his head, the 
car swerved and an instant lifter had 
turned over.

Amsey Ketchum was tjlrown clear 


of the car, but his brother was caught 
and pinned to the ground, he being 
badly injured about (,he head and 
chest. Amsey went to'the assistance 
of his brother at onc^l and with the 
assistance oi H. Sydow who was

the car. About tills time Louis 
Gross 
came

to, and the injured}' man was taken 
on and brought to this city, and then 
to Riverview Hospital, but nothing 
could be done for 'him, as he died 
either on his way to the hospital or 
noon alter arriving there. 


The place where Mr. Ketchum met 


his death was a , perfectly 
level 


stretch of road, wide and smooth, and 
altho there were ditches alongside, 
the car did not go' into the 'ditch. It 
was apparent to Ihose who looked 
over the place thajt the accident had 
been caused by turning the steering 
wheel too suddenly while traveling at 
a high rate of speed. 
The car was 


not damaged to any great extent, the 
wind shield being broken, on^ of the 
lamps smashed, and the right forward 
lender slightly bent out of shape, 
while the top was bent to some extent. 


There was probably no man in 


Grand Rapids who would have been 
missed more th4n Mr. Ketchum, He 
was one of the old residents here,, and 
was liked by everybody who knew 
him. 
He had been engaged in the 


ice and coal business for years and 
wherever he made an acquaintance he 
made a friend. 
He is a man 80 


years of age and is survived by his 
widow and two children. 


Mr. Ketchum was born in Sussex 


county, New Jersey, on the 21st day 
ol September, 1854. He came to 
Grand Rapids with his mother aud 
Che rest of the family In 1855, and 
has since lived here. 
He grew to 


manhood here and was educated m 
the public schools, 
When a young 


man he worked at house moving and 
the ice business for W. H. Brown, 
and afterward bought that gentleman 
out, and has since been in the busi- 
uass himself. 
, 


Mr. Ketchum was first married 


about twenty years ago to Miss Car- 
rie Morrill, who died about three 
years later, and nine years ago he 
was married to Miss Minnie Ristow 
who with two sons survive him. 


The iuneral was held on Monday 


afternoon irom the Congregational 
church in this city, the services being 
conducted by Rev. R. J. Locke. The 
large number of people that followed 
the remains to their last resting place 
was an evidence of the high esteem 
lu which he was held by all.

TRAGIC DEATH OF 


EDWARD G. KETGHUM 


Probably the people of Grand Rap- 


ids were never more painiully shock- 
ed and surprised than they were last 
Friday afternoon when it became gen- 
erally known that E. C. Ketchum had 
lost his life by being crushed beneath 
his automobile, which had turned 
over -with him on the Sigel road west 
of the city while on his way home 
from Pittsville. 
The accident happened about noon, 


Mr. Ketchum and his brother Amsey 
having left here during the forenoon 
to go to Pittsville. 
They were ou 


their way home, and had reached a 
point on the Sigel road between the 
city and "the old John Wheir place, 
and were-.speeding along at a pretty 
good rate when Mr. Ketchum's hat 
blew off, and as he made a sudden 
reach for it, or turned his head, the 
car swerved and an instaut.ufter had 
turned over.

Amsey Ketchum was thrown clear 


of the car, but his brother was caught 
and pinned to the ground, he being 
badly injured about t,he head and 
chest. Amsey went to/the assistance 
of his brother at once and with the 
assistance 
of H. Sydow who 
was 


pas-sing 
in 
a rig; the 
injured 


man 
was dragged, from 
beneath 


the car. About this time 
Louis 


Gross 
came 
along 
with his au- 


to, and the injured: man. was taken 
on and brought to this city, and then 
to Riverview Hospital, but nothing 
could be done for 'him. as he died 
either on his way to the hospital or 
soon after arriving there. 


The place where Mr. Ketchum met 


his death was a 
j perfectly 
level 


stretch of road, wide and smooth, and 
altho there were ditches alongside, 
the car did not go into the 'ditch. It 
was apparent, to those who looked 
over the place that the accident had 
been caused by turning the steering 
wheel too suddenly while traveling at 
a high rate of speed. 
The car was 


not damaged to any great extent, the 
wind shield being broken, one of the 
lamps smashed, and the right forward 
fender slightly bent out of shape, 
•while the top was bent to some extent. 


There was probably no man in 


Grand Kapids who would have been 
missed more than Mr. Ketchum. He 
was one of the old residents here,, and 
was liked by everybody who knew 
him. 
He hud been engaged in the 


ice and coal business for years and 
wherever he made an acquaintance he 
made a friend. 
He is a man 60 


years of age and is survived by his 
widow and two children. 


Mr. Ketehum was born in Sussex 


county, New Jersey, on the 21st day 
of September, 1854. 
He came to 


Grand Kapids with his mother and 
the rest of the family in 1855, and 
has since lived here. 
He grew to 


manhood here and was educated in 
the public schools. 
When a young 


man he worked at house moving and. 
the ice business for W. H. Brown 
and afterward bought that gentleman 
out, and has since been In the busi- 
ness himself.

Mr. Ketchum was first married 


about twenty years ago to Miss Car- 
rie Morrill, who died about three 
years later, and nine years ago he 
was married to Miss Minnie Ristow 
who with two sons survive him. 


The funeral was held on Monday 


afternoon from the Congregationa" 
church in this city, the services being 
conducted by Rev. R. J. Locke. The 
large number of people that followed 
the remains to their last resting place 
was an evidence of the high esteen 
in which he was held by all.

American Military History. 


One hundred years ago the little 


American force pretentiously desig- 
nated as the Army of the North re- 
tired from Plattsburg to the south 
bank of the Saranac river, in readiness 
to meet the British army, which was 
now almost within striking distance. 
General Macomb. the American com- 
mander, had about 3.BOO men in his 
army, but perhaps less than 2,000 \vere 
fit tor active duty. The British force 
numbered between 12,000 and 14,000 
men. the majority of whom were vet- 
erans In the service. Notwithstanding 
the eeerning impossibility of defense. 
General Macomb maneuvered his little 
army and gathered such re-enforce- 
ments by earnest appeal as to enable 
him to anticipate the meeting with the 
enemy with the utmost confidence. 


Milwaukee.—Four thousand six hun- 


dred and nine more persons attended 
the fair this year than last, according 
to the attendance total for the week. 


Because of bigger proceeds and less 


expense to provide a really better ex- 
position than IT 1913, fair officials are 
well satisfied. 
Sentiments expressed 


by board members and superintend- 
ents were all to the effect that the 1914 
fair has lived up to its widely heralded 
promise of being the biggest, most suc- 
cessful exposition in Badger state an- 
nals. 


Already the fair board has begun 


planning for an event next year that 
will be even better than the exposition 
just over. 


State aid for the Wisconsin state 


fair with an accompanying appropria- 
tion of $100,000 a year for ten years 
for the improvement of grounds and 
buildings will be asked of the next leg- 
islature. 


A committee of three, consisting of 


C. D. Brenack, Sawyer county; Fred 
Coon, Oneida county, and George Row- 
land, Wood county, was appointed to 
present a bill to this effect and do their 
utmost to secure Its passage. 


The committee was also instructed 


to appear before the state fair board 
and procure, if possible, freedom for 
the county building from "faker" con- 
cessions. 
They will also ask for cer- 


tain changes in the system of accord- 
ing credits for county displays. 


It was further recommended that 


the space used by the various counties 
at this exposition be allotted upon ap- 
plication to the same counties next 
year. J. D Christie, Marathon county, 
was chairman of the meeting and F. G. 
Swoboda, Antigo, secretary. 


"Booster organizations ought to be 


started in every county," said A. H. 
Wilkinson, Bayfield 
"A 'go-to-the-falr' 


club should be started in every county 
in the state and everything done to 
get fie people interested.

SECOND CHOICE LAW 


STATUTE APPLIES TO ELECTION 


OF U. S. SENATOR. 


Attorney General in Opinion to Di»- 


trict Attorney Shows How Ballots 


May Be Arranged Legally. 


Madison.—The attorney general has 


advised District Attorney Charles A. 
Taylor of Barren that the ballot for 
the November election should be ar- 
ranged as to give the electors a chance 
to express their first arftl second choice 
for candidates for United States sen- 
ator. The attorney general stated this 
could be accomplished easily by plac- 
ing after the names of the respective 
nominees for United States senator 
two squares instead of one, marking 
one "first choice" and the otier "sec- 
ond choice." 


The attorney general said electors 


who desire to vote a straight party 
ticket except in case of United States 
senator could place a cross in a circle 
over his party ticket and then put a 
cross In the second place square after 
the candidate for whom he desired to 
cast his second choice vote. 


The section of. the statute to which 


the attorney general referred to is as 
follows: 


"Sec. 94w—I. I—A senator in the 


congress of the United States shall 
be chosen at the general election in 
the year 1914 and every six years 
thereafter and also in the year 1916 
and every six years thereafter. 


"2—The names of all persons nomi- 


nated for the office of United States 
senator shall be printed on the ballot 
provided in subsection i, of section 38 
in substantially the manner and form 
indicated in the annexed form A., pro- 
vided in subdivision A., of subdivision 
17 of section 28, so that each elector 
may designate on such ballot the name 
of his first choice, also the name of 
his second choice for the said office 
of United States senator and such bal- 
lot shall be marked in the manner pre- 
scribed in subsection 8, of section 
11-12. 


"3—The rules and procedure of can- 


vassing first and second choice votes 
cast for the office of United States sen- 
ator at any general election shall be 
the same as the rules and procedure 
prescribed in section 11-17 and in (1913 
C. 634). 


It was said in the attorney general's 


office this section of the election law 
generally implied a voter might pick 
the nominee of any party he chose for 
his first choice vote and then vote any 
other nominee as his second choice, 
for the position of United Staes sen- 
ator.

This Clock Runs Until Metal Parts 


That Constitute Its Works Are 


Worn Out. 


Clocks that tell the time with only 


one hand are something of a novelty 
but they cannot compare with a re- 
cently invented clock which never 
needs winding. It will run forever—or 
at least until its metal parts wear out. 


This sounds like the old fallacy of 


perpetual motion, but. as a matter of 
fact, is far from it. The new. clock 
runs by using in an ingenious way the 
energy produced by changes in tem- 
perature. 


Metal bars, which are very sensitive 


to temperature changes, are arranged 
in such a manner that when the mer- 
cury falls and the bjrs contract this 
slight motion of the metal is fully used. 
When the thermometer goes up anil 
the bars expand slightly, the motion 
involved in their lengthening is also 
made to do work. 


The motion from the bars lifts tiny 


steel balls from a lower reservoir to an 
upper one. There they are made to 
turn a wheel in much the same way 
that water turns an old-fashioned 
water wheel. 


The energy resulting from the ex- 


pansion and contraction of metal as 
the temperautre changes can be used 
only to operate mechanism like that of 
clocks and watches, which requires 
only a small amount of power. It is 
too expensive to b» used where much 
power is required. 


Somebody with a fondness for math- 


ematics has estimated that to gen 
erate a single horse power in this way 
would cost nearly fifty million dol- 
lars.

At the Battle Front, via. Paris, Sept. 


24—Not a moment's respite was given 
to' the German forces 
entrenched 


along the ninety mile front running 
along the rivers Aisne and Olse and 
extending into the Woevre district. 


The batteries of the allied forces 


never ceased firing, although their ac- 
tivity diminished after sundown. 


Tne 
Germans 
occupying 
the 


trenches kept constantly on the alert 
but until two o'clock in the morning_no 
aggressive move was started from the 
allies' lines facing them. 
all the allied batteries seemed 
Then _- 
to open flre together and even 
along the front became active. 


At the western end of the line the 


allied 
infantry 
gathered 
in 
the 


trenches and simultaneously at va- 
rious points crept out and advanced 
cautiously in wide open lines towards 
the German positions. 


The French and British on several 


occasions succeeded in surprising and 
driving back the occupants of the Ger- 
man tranches, but only after the most 
stubborn fighting and after 
heavy 


losses both to the attacking and to 
the defending forces. 
In every in- 


stance the allied troops retained the 
ground captured and immediately dug 
themselves in. 


Further east the Germans them- 


selves developed a strong attack, but 
were beaten back with the bayonet, 
only to return again and again, to be 
finally driven off to- their original po- 
sitions. 
The allied commanders were able 


to give the troops who had been oc- 
cupying the advance firing line a. wel- 
come rest, pushing to the front fresh 
brigades hitherto held in reserve, and 
which were only too anxious to come 
into actual contact.

Many British Officers'Killed. 


The official casualty lists received at 


London are proof that the battles iu 
France exceed in violence and stub- 
bornness anything since the struggle 
in Port Arthur.

It is now becoming the conviction of 


military men that nothing but outflank- 
ing movements can have any serious 
effect on either army. 


The Germans, according to their

Seventh Day's Battle.

Germany Wins Naval Victory. 


Three crusiers of Great Britain, car- 


rying a complement'of more than two 
thousand one hundred men, were tor- 
pedoed and sunk in the North sea, off 
the German coast, by German subma- 
rines. 
These cruisers, the Aboukir, Hogue 


and Cressy, hav6i been reported as 
very active in scquting close to the 
Helgoland fight in an effort to locate 
the main German war fleet. 


The government says that a "con- 


siderable .number" of the crew were 
picked up hy destroyers and trawlers 
that hurried to the rescue. But the 
exact aumber of casualties will not 
be obtainable until the list ot survi- 
vors can be completed. Jt is officially 
admitted, however; that. it will be 
large, and among the number it is re- 
ported the most of the officers of the 
three big warships.

7 issued by the commander of the Ger- 
man Seventh corps was picked up. It 
stated that the great object of the 
war was about to be attained, since 
the French were going to accept bat- 
tle and that upon the result of this 
battle would depend the issue of the 
war and the honor of the German ar- 
mies. 


Germans Make Heroic Effort. 


"It seems probable that the Ger- 


mans not only expected to find that 
the British army was beyond the pow- 
e- of assuming the offensive for some 
time but counted on the French hav- 
ing been driven back on to the line 
of the Seine, and that, though sur- 
prised to find the latter moving for- 
ward against them after they had 
crossed the Marne, they were in no 
wise deterred from making a great 


6 "On Saturday, September 12, the en- 
emy were found to be occupying a for- 
midable position opposite us on the 
north of the line at Soissons.

Foes in Artillery Duel. 


"Working from the west to the east, 


our Third army corps gained some 
high ground south ol the Aisne, over- 
looking the Aisne valley, to the east 
of Soisspns. 
"Here'a long range artillery duel 


between our guns and those of the 
French on our left and the enemy's 
artillery on the hills continued dur- 
ing the greater part of the day and 
did not cease until nearly midnight. 
The enemy had a large number of 
heavy howitzers in well concealed po- 
sitions. 
"The movement of this army corps 


was effected in co-operation with the 
French sixth army, on our left, which 
gained the southern half of the town 
during the night. 
"The Second army corps did not 


cross the Aisne. The First army corps 
got over the river Vesle, to the south 
of the Aisne, after the crossing had 
been secured by the First cavalry 
division. It then reached a line south 
of Alsne practically without fighting. 


Battle of Brai»ne. 


"At Braisne the first cavalry divi- 


sion met with considerable opposition 
from infantry and machine guns hold- 
ing the town and guarding the bridge. 
With the aid of some of our infantry, 
it gained possession of the town about 
midday 
driving the enemy to the 


north 
Some hundred prisoners were 


captured around Braisne, where the 
Germans has thrown a large amount 
of field gun ammunition into the river.

When the 
great Emperor William of Germany 
died, Whitman wrote a poem called

—a' faithful shepherd." 


--He had a great admiration for Queen

He said that our people

"I, for one," he said, 
"feel strongly grateful to Victoria for 
the good outcome of that struggle— 
the war horrors and finally the pres- 
ervation of our nationality,"

pope at the time of his jubilee.

I remem- 
ber ill the year 1887 Sidney Morse, a 
sculptlor from Boston, spent many days 
with .(Whitman in Camden making a 
bust bf him.

NAVAL VICTORY FOR GERMANY 


Three British Cruisers Sunk, While 


the Kaiser Loses Only Two Subma- 
rines—Russia Reports That Austrian 
Army Under General Dankl Is at Her

At the Battle Front, via. Paris, Sept.

Tells of German Gains. 


Berlin, Sept. 22, by wireless to Say- 


ville, L. I.—The announcement given 
out at official headquarters under date 
of Sept. 21, relates that in the fight- 
ing around Reims the Germans have 
occupied the heights of Craonne, and 
that in advancing on the French city, 
which is described as on fire, they 
occupied the village of Bethany. 


The Germans have attacked 
the 


line of forts to the south of Verdun, 
and they crossed victoriously the east- 
ern frontier of Lorraine, which was 
defended by eight French army corps. 


A French sortie from a point north- 


east of Verdun was repulsed. 


Report German Right Turned. 


London, Sept. 24.—The Daily Mail's

Report Dankl's Army Hemmed In. 
A dispatch to the Tribuna from Pe- 


trograd says 150,000 Austrians under 
General Dankl are surrounded by 300,- 
000 Russians between the Rivers Sau 
and Vistula. The Austrians are short 
of provisions and have been sum- 
mohed to surrender 


Russian troops have occupied the 


fortified Austrian position of Jaroslau, 
according to 
official announcement 


made at Petrograd 
The Russian flag 


is now flving over the town. 


First Details of Great Combat. 


It is now possible to give the first 


details of the terrific battle of the 
Aisne—the greatest battle in the his- 
toiy of the world. 


It is a story of a deadly duel of big 


guns, of furious attacks, of terrific coun- 
ter-attacks, of hand-to-hand clashes 
and bayonet charges and of frightful 
carnage 


It is a story of a succession of 


battles, which have been fought now 
on one part of the line and now on tne 
other, hour after hour for every hour 
of the twenty-four, day after day and 
night after night, for six long days, 
and still wi*h no resslt at the time of 
writing 


The story starts With the day of the 


fourteenth. From the twelfth to the 
morning of the fourteenth, the rival 
armies had been fighting a rear-guard 
action, precipitated when the retreat- 
ing Germans turned at bay to give bat- 
tle to their allied pursuers. 


The real fighting started on the 


morning of the fourteenth, when the 
battle became general along the range 
of heights to the north of Aisne. 


The fighting was sustained with 


deadly earnestness during all of the 
next day, the Germans contesting 
every foot of the way in a supreme 
endeavor to hold their position until 
re-enforcements could arrive 


On the night cf the fifteenth they 


appeared to have been strengthened, 
and 
commenced 
their 
formidable 


movement against the French 
and 


British all along their front. A furi- 
ous attack on the allies' extreme left, 
with the big guns of the rival artil- 
lerists lighting the line of the oppos- 
ing fronts in fierce silhouette, was re- 
pulsed with great courage by the al- 
lies. 
Again and again the Germans 


returned to the attack with the tenac- 
ity that was the marvel of French 
troops, but each time they were re- 
pulsed 
No fewer than ten times did 


they drive their dense masses of 
troops at the allied infantry, but never 
were they able to break through. 


On the morning of the seventeenth 


fighting again was resumed with the 
desperation that rivaled that of the 
big night attack. 


At the end of the day it appeared 


that the Germans had been forced to 
retire about seven miles 


During the fighting, which lasted all 


day and into the night, the Germans 
lost 
bOO prisoners, aside from 
the 


dead and wounded, which could not 
be counted, and a number of rapid-fire 
guns. 


Hand-to-hand fighting, in which the 


bayonet was used extensively, result- 


ed in terrible losses, marked the com- 
bat as one of the most furious ever 
fought. 


Fighting on the Twtnty-thlrd. 


On the Battle Froijt, via Paris, Sept 


23.—The western wing of the German 
line has been thrust back seven miles 
during the last 48 hours as a sequel to 
continuous fighting i ight and day. 


Both armies, desjite almost super- 


human fatigue, sho-v the utmost de- 
termination not to yield an inch of 
ground without a terrible struggle, but 
the fresher troops ut the disposal of 
the allied commanders have gradually 
forced the Germans to recede. 


The recklessness' displayed at the 


beginning of hostilities, with the re- 
sultant carnage through the machine 
guns, has almost disappeared and 
every movement of the attacking and 
defending troops is carried out with 
the utmost caution until the moment 
of actual contact. 


It is now becoming the conviction of 


military men that nothing but outflank- 
ing movements can have any serious 
effect on either army. 


The Germans, according to their 


official report, have been strongly re- 
enforced both on their right, where 
General von Kluck is making such a 
stubborn stand in almost impregnable 
positions on the hills north of Aisne, 
and in the center, where the Germans 
are making almost superhuman efforts 
to recapture Reims 


Seventh Day's Battle. 


From the Battle Front, via Pans, 


Sept. 22.—The seventh day of the bat- 
tle of the Aisne ended with the Ger- 
mans and allies intrenched in prac- 
tically the same positions they held 
for the last two days. 


Artillery duels such as never have 


been seen before are being < arried on 
with the hope of compelling the evac- 
uation of the slrongly held positions, 
with occasional successes to the oppos- 
ing sides, while the infantry, m the 
face of a galling fire, havs charged 
right up to the guns, only to make 
their opponents give way slightly, or 
to be repulsed with great losses 


The Germans took 
the 
allies' 


trenches on the river to the north of 
Soissons after hard fighting. A coun 
ter-attack was executed by the allies 
and the trenches were rewon. 


The fighting may go on for days yet, 


but sooner or later one side must fine 
the continual fall of shells and the dis- 
concerting infantry attacks too much 
for them, and, leaving a strong rear 
guard, will draw back.

Germany Wins Naval Victory. 


Three crusiers of Great Britain, car- 


rying a complement of more than two 
thousand one hundred men, were tor 
pedoed and sunk in the North sea, off 
the German coast, by German subma- 
rines. 


These cruisers, the Aboukir, Hogue 


and Crsssy, have been reported as 
very active m scouting close to the 
Helgoland fight in an effort to locate 
the main German war fleet. 


The government says that a "con 


siderable number" of the crew were 
picked up by destroyers and trawlers 
that hurried to the rescue. But the 
exact number of casualties will not 
be obtainable until the list of survi

The Aboukir, which was patrolling 


in the North sea, kvas the first to be 
sunk when she w^s struck by a tor 
pedo sent from a German submarine 
The Hogue and the Cressy went to the 
rescue of the survivors, who were 
floating in the water. As they were 
lowing their boats the submarine o 
the enemy also launched torpedoes 
against the two cruisers, they also be- 
ing sunk. 


Two of five German submarine boats 


which attacked and sank the British 
cruisers Aboukir, Cressy, and Hogu> 
were sent to the bottom by the British 
ships, accordjpg to survivors of the 
cruisers who 
ived in England. The

It 
stated that the great object of the 
war was about to be attained, since 
the French were going to accept bat- 
tle, and that upon the result of this 
battle would depend the issue of the 
war and the honor of the German ar- 
mies 


Germans Make Heroic Eflort. 


"It seems probable that the Ger- 


mans not only expected to find that 
the British army was bpyond the pow- 
er of assuming the offensive for some 
time, but counted on the French hav- 
ing been driven back on to the line 
of the Seine, and that, though sur- 
prised to find the latter moving for- 
ward against them after they had 
crossed the Marne, they were in no 
wise deterred from making a great 
effort. 


"On Saturday, September 12, the en- 


emy were found to be occupying a for- 
midable position opposite us on the 
north of the line at Soissons. They 
had both sides of the river and an 
entrenched line on the hills to the 
north of the eight road bridges and 
two railway bridges ^crossing the 
Aisne, within our section of the front. 
Seven of the former and both of the 
latter had been demolished. 


Foes in Artillery Duel. 


"Working from the west to the east, 


our Third army corps gained some 
high ground south o£ the Aisne, over- 
looking the Aisne valley, to the east 
of Soissons. 


"Here a long range artillery duel 


between our guns and those of the 
French on our left and the enemy's 
artillery on the hills continued dur- 
ing the greater part of the day and 
did not cease until nearly midnight. 
The enemy had a. large number of 
heavy howitzers in well concealed po- 
sitions 


"The movement of this army corps 


was effected in co-operation with the 
{Trench sixth army, on our left, which 
gained the southern half of the town 
during the night.

"The Second army corps did not 


cross the Aisne. The First army corps 
got over the river Vesle, tq the south 
of the Aisne, after the crossing had 
been secured by the First cavalry 
division. It then reached a line south 
of Aisne practically without fighting. 


Battle of Braisne. 


"At Braisne the first cavalry divi- 


sion met with considerable opposition 
from infantry and machine guns hold- 
Ing the town and guarding the bridge. 
With the aid of some of our infantry, 
it gained possession of the town about 
midday, driving the enemy to the 
north. 
Some hundred prisoners were 


captured around Braisne, where the

deploring the fact that 95 per cent of the business enterprises go to™"- 


There are many different reasons why there are failures in business 


and probably the principal one is because there are a great many more en 
gaged °n business than the conditions warrant. Many people have the idea 
fhat conducting a business is a snap and it means only to start up with some 
kind of a stock, and that the public will do the rest. 


If a man does start a business and is In any manner successful, it wil 


be only a short time before he has a competitor, and then it develop Into 
a tight to the finish, and probably one of them goes broke. It is a case or 
the survival of the iittest, and the percentage of failures 50 per cent. Maybe 
several others try the same stunt and help to bring up the percentage 


Then there is a class of men who are good salesmen but who aie poor 


collectors, and this class lets tholr merchandise go out on credit and the 
time comes when all of their goods are out and there is no money to show 
for it, and the only thing to do is to shut up shop. There are probably ^ more 
of this class than any other one kind, and more failures may be attributed 
to poor collections than any thing else. 
Then there are a large number of people who are engaging in business 


each year who have no knowledge of business whatever. They look on the 
5 per cent who have made a success of it, and they make up their mind tha 
they are j-jst as smart as these fellows are, and consequently there is nothing 
to it 
Some of them learn the business before they get thru with it and 


some of them get thru before they learn, but they contribute their share 
toward the 05 per cent of failures. 
Then the element of chance enters into the success of some and the 


failure of others. 
Successful men -tell us that there is no such thing as 


chance but there is, just th esame. The 95 per cent will tell you that there 
Is a lot of chance in the proposition, and they are in the majority, and they 


°UgUprobablyAiack of good honest effort does as much as anything toward 
making a failure, as very few men are a success working for themselves 
who are not a success working for somebody else.

sheer power of wealth, crushes the life out of his competitor's 
business, Is one whose cold blooded and bru.tal tendencies must 
be checked, or If not, the door of opportunity for the enterpris- 
ing American with limited capital is forever 'barred." 
Getlng down to the state issues the platform declares that in case the 


Democrats are elected to office they will see that the 1,300 non-resident 
students in attendance at the University contribute a sufficient amount to 
cover the additional cost of the institution and not allow the burden to fall 
on the tax payers of Wisconsin as has been the custom. 
On the Question 


of high tpxes the party declares in its platform that state taxes will be re- 
duced to the lowest minimum and that it will be the aim- to keep within 
the revenue of the state derived from corporation, inheritance and income 
taxes, and license fees so that it will be unnecessary to levy any state taxes. 
Tbe platform further declares in favor of the abolishing of certain offices 
and commissions, and in this the party will have the united support of the 
residents of Wisconsin. Another good plank In the platform is that of di- 
vorcing the University of Wisconsin and politics. The University has be- 
come a hot bed for politics, and the time is at hand when politics must be 
eliminated.

The platform favors the loaning of money to .farmers in the state with 


the aim of developing the agricultural and horticultural resources of the 
state.

and extravagance in its appropriations, and the creation of unnecessary 
boards and commissions. 
The so-called Mary Ann law is scheduled for re- 


peal and likewise the eugenic marriage law, should the Democrats be suc- 
cessful. 
In fact, all legislation that is illadvised and a detriment to the 


people will be relegated lo the junk pile, should the Democrats win in No- 
vember. 'Here's hoping they win, and by a handsome majority, to the end 
that there may be a curtailment of state expenditures. The standing army 
of office holders has grown to such an alarming extent in this state that Mr.

THE RURAL SCHOOL. 


Among the many reasons for leaving the farm, education is by no 


means the least. There may be a romantic suggestion, about the little red 
or white schoolhouse beside the country road. Formerly we used to boast 
of those little schoolhouses, and consider that community in .which they 
were the most numerous as the most advanced educationally. 
But to those 


who know, the little country schoolhouse nowadays is a sign that the com- 
munity is backward. These little ungraded country schools on the whole 
are our most inefficient institutions for teaching. Progress is in the direc- 
tion of the consolidated school— which means a school building as well 
equipped and as well manned as that to be found in town, with conveyances 
fetch the children thither in the morning and carry the jnhome again in 
the afternoon. There are over two thousand of these consolidated rural 
schools in the United States, and the number grows. In any well-settled 
state they are a matter merely of some gumption and passable roads. The 
whole idea is that in a rural district, say six miles square, one efficient school 
is much better than six inefficient ones, j Experience shows that the cost is 
not much greater and often less.

HOW WE CAN HAVE A j 


GOOD RTJHAI.! SCHOOL.

The time has arrived wbjen the lit- 


tle folks- are searching out books and 
tablets, preparing. lor another ;year 
of school. 
May each of us do our 


share to make this a record for our 
school and its pupils. . 
, 


. 'Everyone in the district has his or 
her little part in the wprk of the 
school. 
For the success 
of 
the 


school does not depend 
upon the 


teacher alone. Every father and mo- 
ther, brother and sister •can help to 
make the school better—even the 
pride of the community. When all 
are interested and anxious to help, 
the school will awaken and give us 
real service. 
There are two sides to successful 


teaching, the school room side and 
'the community side. 
Too often we see the school room 


side over emphasized at the expense 
of the community side. 
It almost 


would seem that the parents con- 
sider their duty ended when they pro 
vided a building and the necessaiy 
equipment and hired a teacher. In 
such communities the people have 
drifted away -from the school and ex- 
cept that the children go back and 
forth each day there is no link be- 
tween the school and the home. In 
many schools a glimpse at the regis- 
ter will show that the only people 
seriously interested are the county us- 
perintendent and an occasional mo- 
ther, at least they are the only visit- 
ors. The rural school teacher, wno 
really appreciates her opportunity* 
is interested in the birds and bees, 
the crops and the stock. Arithmetic, 
as taught by h er, may make 1t ne- 
cessary for each pupil to know the 
number of acres of oats raised at 
home the yield and the present mar- 
ket price. She will be teaching more 
than the text book. And if, on a 
rainy day one of the farmers and fa- 
thers of the district should stop at 
the school for a half hour he may be 
invited to return on the next Friday 
evening to tell the children and his 
neighbors how he produced his fine 
field of corn or the reason for his suc- 
cess in growing alfalfa. The county 
superintendent, or perhaps the coun- 
ty representative 
or 
agricultural 


teacher from a neighboring high 
school, likely will be invited to talk 
at the next meeting. 
Even plans may be made for a 


school fair to which the children will 
bring samples of corn, cabbage, beets 
and grain to be judged by some vis- 
itor. At that time a program by the 
school or community -will be given. 
Later in the winter a basket social 
may be planned and the proceeds us- 
ed to provide a Babcock tester. 


Is your school of this type-or does 


it ex'st only within the school build- 
ing? Perhaps your help would start 
your school in the right direction. 
Such schools are a force in the com- 
munity. Why? Because each one, is 
doing his or her part. The funda- 
mentals for which the school stands 
are taught thru their relation to the 
community and the home and nol 
from books alone. The parents visit 
the school and this of course is a 
great help to the teacher. The school 
is a. success because pupils, parents 
and teacher are working together 
It is a community school.

Corned Beef.—The 
pieces 
com- 


monly used for corning are the plate, 
rump, cross ribs, and brisket, or, in 
other words, the cheaper cuts of 
meat. The loin, ribs, and other fancy 
cuts are more often used fresh, and 
since there is more or less waste of 
nutrients in corning, this is well. 
The pieces for corning should be cut 
into convenient-sized joints, say 5 or 
6 inches square. 
It should be - the 


aim to cut them all about the same 
thickness, so that they will make an 
even layer in the barrel.

choicer corned beef than that from 
poor animals. 
When the meat is 


thoroly coled it should be corned as 
soon as possible, as any decay in the 
meat is likely to spoil the brine dur- 
ing the corning process. 
Under no 


circpmstances should the meat be 
brined while it is frozen. 
Weigh out 


the meat and allow 8 pounds of salt 
to each 100 pounds; sprinkle a lay- 
er of salt one-quarter of an inch in 
depth over the bottom of the barrel; 
pack in as closely as possible the cuts 
of meat, making a layer 5 or 6 inches 
in thickness; then put on a layer of 
salt, following that with another lay- 
er of meat; repeat until the meat 
and salt have all bee packed in the 
barrel, care being used to reserve salt 
enough for a good layer over the top 
After the package has stood over 
night add, for every 100 pounds oJ 
meat, 4 pounds of sugar, 2 ounces of 
baking soda, and 4 ounces of salt- 
peter dissolved in a gallon of tepid 
water. Three gallons more of water 
should be sufficient to cover thi; 
quantity. 
In case more or less than 


100 pounds of meat is to be corned 
make the brine in the proportion giv- 
en. 
A loose board cover, weightec 


down with a heavy stone or piece of 
iron, should be put on the meat to 
keep all of it under the brine. In case 
any t-iould project, ru?t would star 
and the- trine ->vouid spoil in a shor 
time. 


It is not necessary to boil the brine 


except in warm weather. If the mea 
haw been corned during the winte 
and must be keut into the summer 
season, it. would be well to watch the

brine appears to be ropy or does no 
drip freely from the finger when im 
Diersed and lifted, it should be turn 
ed off and new brine added, aftei 
carefully washing the meat.

•If the farmers of Wisconsin will 


plow, as soon as possible, the fields 
upon' which they intend to raise, next 
year, corn, or other crops which are 
grown in tills, they very likely will 
save themselves thousands of dol- 
lars,

This is the appeal whic hJaems G. 


Sanders, Entomolgist for the Uni- 
versity Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion is making to the farmers of the 
state. 
The saving will come fro mthe de- 


struction of millions of white grubs, 
the worm stage of the June beetles 
which are now in the ground and 
iwhich unless killed, will do untold 
damage to young crops next spring 
and summer. 
Mr. Sanders prsdicts tha*, unless 


control measures are soon adopted, 
the loss by these pests next season 
will be exceedingly heavy. 


"A£ June beetles, these pests," says 


Mr. Sanders, "do but very little harm, 
but next spring, as full grown grubs, 
they will be capable of doing untold 
damage, feeding almost entirely on 
living roots, preferably corn, timothy 
potatoes and strawberries. 


While June beetles in themselves 


are harmless, they are of course re- 
sponsible for tne white grubs which 
do so much damage to growing crops. 
They lay their eggs in land covered 
with vegetation during the time of 
their Sights, which is in Mya or June 
Consequnetly lands in small grains, 
timothy and such other crops as cov- 
er the ground, as well as land which 
was overgrown with weeds at that 
t'me, is most likely to be infested 
with grubs. 


While fall ^plowing and deep 


disking are of great value in destroy- 
ing the grubs, Mr. Sanders does not 
recommend them as entirely satis- 
factory means of eradicating these 
pests. 
In addition to this precau- 


tion, farmers should carefully plan 
their rotation for next year so as to 
plant only those crops which are least 
susceptible to the grubs, such as small 
grains, clover, vetch, etc., on land 
that was covered with heavy vege- 
tation last spring. 


Cornfields which were kept culti- 


vated and free from weeds last sea- 
son may be planted to corn, or po- 
tatoes nest spring with a reasonable 
degree of safety.

WHY THERE ARE FAILURES IN BUSINESS. 


An exchange wants to know why there are so many failures in business, 


deploring the fact that 95 per cent of the business enterprises go broke. 


There are many different reasons why there are failures In business, 


and probably the principal one is because there are a great many more en- 
gaged in business than the conditions warrant. Many people have the Idea 
that conducting a business Is a snap and It means only to start up with some 
kind of a stock, and that the public will do the rest. 


If a man does start a business and is in any manner successful. It will 


be only a short time before he has a competitor, and then It developes Into 
a fight to the finish, and probably one of them goes broke. It is a case of 
the survival of the fittest, and the percentage of failures 50 per cent. Maybe 
several others try the same stunt and help to bring up the percentage. 


Then there is a class of men who are good salesmen but who are poor 


collectors, and this class lets their merchandise go out on credit and the 
time comes when all of their goods are out and there is no money to show 
for it, and the only thing to do is to shut up shop. There are probably more 
of this class than any other one kind, and more failures may be attributed 
to poor collections than any thing else. 


Then there are a large number of people who are engaging in business 


each year who have no knowledge of business whatever. They look on the 
5 per cent who have made a success of it, and they make up their mind thai 
they are just as smart as these fellows are, and consequently there is nothing 
to it. 
Some of them learn the business before they get thru with it and 


some of them get thru before they learn, but they contribute their share 
toward the 95 per cent of failures. 


Then the element of chance enters into the success of some and the 


failure of others. Successful men tell us that there Is no such thing as 
chance, but there IK, just th esame. The 95 per cent will tell you that there 
is a lot of chance in the proposition, and they are in the majority, and they 
ought to know. 


Probably lack of good honest effort does as much as anything toward 


making a failure, as very few men are a success working for themselves 
who are not a success working for somebody else. 


THE DEMOCRATIC PLATFORM. 


The Democratic platform adopted at Madison last week has a ring of 


sincerity about it that will appeal not alone to Democrats, but to other par 
ties as well. 


There can be no misunderstanding as there is no attempt to deceive 


the voters ,but a clear statement of the position of the Democratic party. 
The administration of President Wilson Is indorsed, and likewise congress 
in its efforts to give the people legislation along the lin<5s that will prove 
beneficial. The Democratic party goes on record as being in hearty sym- 
pathy with the measure now pending in congress for the regulation of 
trusts. 
On this question the platform says: 


"We are in hearty sympathy with the objects and purposes 


of the measure now pending in congress for the regulation of 
trusts. 
The trust and monopoly are un-American institutions, 


insuperable barriers to individual success. 
The man, who by 


sheer power of wealth, crushes the life out of his competitor's 
business, is one whose cold blooded and bru.tal tendencies must 
be checked, or if not, the door of opportunity for the enterpris- 
ing American with limited capital is forever barred." 
Geting down to the state issues the platform declares that in case the 


Democrats are elected to office they will see that the 1,300 non-resident 
students in attendance at the University contribute a sufficient amount to 
cover the additional cost of the institution and not allow the burden to fall 
on the tax payers of Wisconsin as has been the custom. On the question 
of high t?xes the party declares in its platform that state taxes will be re- 
duced to the lowest minimum and that it will be the aim 'to keep within 
the revenue of the state derived from corporation, inheritance and income 
taxes, and license fees so that it will be unnecessary to levy any state taxes. 
Tbe platform further declares in favor of the abolishing of certain offices 
and commissions, and in this the party will have the united support of the 
residents of Wisconsin. Another good plank In the platform is that of di- 
vorcing the University of Wisconsin and politics. The University has be- 
come a hot bed for politics, and the time is at hand when politics must be 
eliminated. 
i 


Road building is approved, but within reasonabte bounds and the pres- 


ent system is condemned. 


The platform favors the loaning of money to farmers in the state with 


the aim of developing the agricultural and horticultural resources of the 
state. 
The Republican administration is denounced for its recklessness 


and extravagance in its appropriations, and the creation of unnecessary 
boards and commissions. The so-called Mary Ann law is scheduled for re- 
peal and likewise the eugenic marriage law, should the Democrats be suc- 
cessful. 
In fact, all legislation that is illadvised and a detriment to the 


people will be relegated Lo the junk pile, should the Democrats win in No- 
vember. * Here's hoping they win, and by a handsome majority, to the end 
that there may be a curtailment of state expenditures. The standing army 
of office holders has grown to such an alarming extent in this state that Mr. 
Phllipps, or any other republican, is not in a position to reduce the expendi- 
tures. 


What is necessary is that a Democrat be placed at the helm, and with 


him an assembly and senate that will repeal many of our laws, abolishing 
some of the commissions and boards, and giving the people an administra- 
tion where the expenditures will be within reason. 
Judge Karel can do 


this.—Sheboygan Press. 


THE RURAL SCHOOL. 


Among the many reasons for leaving the farm, education is by no 


means the least. There may be a romantic suggestion, about the little red 
or white schoolhouse beside the country road. Forfaerly we used to boast 
of those little schoolhouses, and consider that community in which they 
were the most numerous as the most advanced educationally. But to those 
who know, the little country schoolhouse nowadays is a sign that the com- 
munity is backward. These little ungraded country schools on the whole 
are our most inefficient institutions for teaching. Progress is In the direc- 
tion of the consolidated school— which means a school building as well 
equipped and as well manned as that to be found in town, 'with conveyances 
fetch the children thither in the morning and carry the mhome again in 
the afternoon. 
There are over two thousand of these consolidated rural 


schools in the United States, and the number grows. 
In any well-settled 


state they are a matter merely of some gumption and passable roads. 
The 


whole idea is that in a rural district, say six miles square, one efficient school 
is much better than six inefficient ones. Experience shows that the cost is 
not much greater and often less, 
, 


Schooling for his children that is at least up to town standard Is some- 


thing every farmer might reasonably demand, and something he can have 
In every well-settled region if he only Insist upon It. Inertia and stinginess 
are the only excuses for the little ungraded country school.—Saturday 
Evening Post.

HOW WE CAN HAVE A 


GOOD RURAL SCHOOL. 


(By John A. James, Department of 


Agricultural Education, University of 
Wisconsin.) 


The time has arrived when the lit- 


tle folks are searching out books and 
tablets, preparing lor another year 
of school. 
May each of us do our 


share to make this a record for our 
school and its pupils. 


Everyone in the district has his or 


her little part In the work of the 
school. 
For the success 
of 
the 


school does not depend 
upon 
the 


teacher alone. Every father and mo- 
ther, brother and sister can help to 
make the school better—even the 
pride of the community. When all 
are Interested and anxious to help, 
the school will awaken and give us 
real service. 


There are two sides to successful 


teaching, the school room side and 
the community side. 


Too often we see the school room 


side over emphasized at the expense 
of the community side. 
It almost 


would seem 
that the parents con- 


sider their duty ended when they pro 
vided a building and the necessary 
equipment and hired a teacher. In 
such communities the people have 
drifted away -from the school and ex- 
cept that the children go back and 
forth each day there Is no link be- 
tween the school and the home. In 
many schools a glimpse at the regis- 
ter will show that the only people 
seriously interested are the county us- 
perintendent and an occasional mo- 
ther, at least they are the only visit- 
ors. 


The rural school teacher, who 


really appreciates her opportunityt 
is interested In the birds and bees, 
the crops and the stock. Arithmetic, 
as taught by h er, may make It ne- 
cessary for each pupil to know the 
number of acres of oats raised at 
home, tbe yield and the present mar- 
ket price. She will be teaching more 
than the text book. 
And if, on a 


rainy day one of the farmers and la- 
thers of the district should stop at 
the school for a half hour he may be 
invited to return on the next Friday 
evening to tell the children and his 
neighbors how he produced his fine 
field of corn or the reason for his suc- 
cess in growing alfalfa. The county 
superintendent, or perhaps the coun- 
ty representative 
or 
agricultural 


teacher from a neighboring 
high 


school, likely will be invited to talk 
at the next meeting. 


Even plans may be made for a 


school fair to which the children will 
bring samples of corn, cabbage, beets 
and grain to be judged by some vis- 
itor. At that time a program by the 
school or community will be given. 
Later in the winter a basket social 
may be planned and the proceeds us- 
ed to provide a Babcock tester. 


Is your school of this type or does 


it ex''st only within the school build- 
ingV Perhaps your help would start 
your school in the right direction. 
Such schools are a force in the com- 
munity. Why? Because each onq is 
doing his or her part. 
The funda- 


mentals for which the school stands 
are taught thru their relation to the 
community and the home and not 
from books alone. The parents visit 
the school and this of course is a 
great help to the teacher. The school 
is a success because pupils, parents 
and teacher are working together. 
It is a community school.

It means a place 
that one feels Is in the best sense the 
home of himself and his family. Sen- 
timent gathers around it and crystal- 
lises so that at last the owner does 
not so much ask in declining years, 
"How 
much can I get for my farm?" 


but, "Who is going to succeed me on 
it?" 
And that means a deepening 


and strengthening of home ties and 
those of locality, both of which are 
greatly needed in American rural 
life. 


But for practical reasons as well as 


sentimental it is wise to bestow a 
name upon the farm. No self-respect- 
ing man would give a good name to 
his farm and then keep the farm in 
poor condition. The sense of pride 
would prompt any man to do bis lev- 
el best. That would mean better cul- 
tivation, house and barn painted, 
fences in good condition, better stock 
and better crops, and more attractive 
appearance within and without the 
dwelling. There is scarcely a farm, 
however situated, that some appro- 
priate name may not be given It. 
Landscape, a spring, clump of trees, 
position, historic 
associations 
are 


among the many things that may sug- 
gest the name. And always remem- 
ber this, that it Is with the farmer 
more than anyone else, rests the solu- 
tion of the problem of arresting the 
drift

HAY FEVER. 


Weeks after the close of the pas 


hay fever season I m et a victim an< 
his wife 
in 
the 
northern 
woods 


The man was one of the most super! 
hunters I ever saw. 
His real ocupat 


ion was that of a merchant in a south 
ern Wisconsin town. 


His wife told me that for years her 


husband had been oblidged to leave 
business In the late summer for a 
sojourn in the woods to secure re- 
lief from his hay fever. She explain- 
ed, without a smile, that that year 
they had to postpone their trip unti 
after the regular season on account 
of his business being so heavy that it 
could not be left. 


And that Indicates one very import- 


ant phase of hay fever. 
It has been 


remarked that hay fever attacks only 
those whose business and means per- 
mit the luxury. 
While it is true 


that there is a big nervous element 
in hay fever, nevertheless the pecu- 
liar disorder isn't all nerves nor all 
imagination. 


The lining membrane of the nose 


is peculiarly sensitive in hay fever 
victims. 
Sometimes this peculiarly 


sensitiveness is due to some growth 
or other unnatural condition. 
In 


case of this nature, successful treat- 
ment of these disorders removes the 
tendency to hay fever. 


On top of the peculiar neurosis and 


the sensitive membrane, wh-'ch may 
also be a nervous hypersens'tiveness, 
there is some irritant—commonly the 
pollen of some flowering plant. 
The 


irritant isn't necessarily confined to 
such sources, however. In the case of 
one eminent sufferer, cited by Osier, 
"a certain sort of feather pillow" 
actedas the exc'tant. 
In another of 


my own acquaintance, a flax seed 
poultice would invariably bring on 
a typical siezure. 


Hay fever is too common to call 


for any description here of its sym- 
ptoms. 
While a large amount of 


clinical and laboratory research is 
being carried on to determine a possi- 
bly more specific cause and a "sure 
enough remedy," nothing new has 
been established. 
A single mail de- 


livery brought two 
inquiries 
for 


"some new rel'ef measure." 
A sug- 


gestion of danger lies in these and 
the thousands of similar queries that 
are being made at this season. 


It is a well known fact amongst 


physicians that )nany drug fiends 
have been made by drugs employed to 
give relief. 
Hay fever remedies of 


stcret formulae should be shunned. 
They are almost certain to owe what- 
ever relief they may afford to dan- 
gerous, habit-forming drugs. 
A vic- 


tim may better chance "sneezing his 
head off" than to tempt a drug fiend's 
reason for blowing out his brains. 
If the treatment of a conscientious 
physician doesn't succeed in making 
symptoms tolerable, one had much 
better seen a hay fever victims re- 
sort at any cost. 


One can, however, fight the ner- 


vous frame of mind which as I have 
suggested above, Is a factor in pro- 
bably every case. 
Certainly there 


is no sense in beginning to sneeze 
in the presence of artificial flowers, 
as has been done.

France alone, as a republic, has no 
blood ties with the other nations, 
though if the Bonaparte and Bourbon 
pretenders should be counted, she 
would be related to all the other royal 
families. 


Each of the fonr great emperors at 


war—Keorg-e. William, Nicholas and 
Franz Josef—finds himself in the po- 
sition of a soldier fighting against his 
own regiments and his own com- 
mander-in-chief. 
Each of them bear 


military rank in the armies and na- 
vies of the others. The kaiser is a col- 
onel of the Imperial Russian body- 
guard, admiral of the Russian fleet, 
colonel of the first British Royal dra- 
goons, and fleet admiral in the Eng- 
lish navy, Nicholas is colonel of the 
Prussian grenadiers of the guard and 
a German admiral. George is also ad- 
miral in the German navy and col- 
onel of the 
Prussian 
cuirassiers. 


Franz Josep holds similar titles in 
the military establishments of his 
present enemies.

King George V is first cousin of 


Kaiser Wilhelm, the czar and czarina 
of Russia, King Haakon of Norway, 
King Christian of Denmark, Queen 
Victoria of Spain; brother of Queen 
Maud of Norway, and nephew of King 
Constantine of Greece. 


Kaiser Wilhelm is first cousin to 


King George, brother of Queen Sophia 
of Greece, nephew of the English 
duke of Connaught, and second cou- 
sin of Czar Nicholas. 


Czar Nicholas is first cousin to 


King George, cousin of the kaiser, 
nephew of King Christian of Den- 
mark and King Haakon of Norway, 
Brother-in-law to the grand duke of 
Hesse, and cousin by marriage to 
Franz Josef of Austria, King Nicho- 
las of Montenegro, Queen Helene of 
Italy, and first cousin to Crown Prin- 
cess Cecelie of Germany.

back its proper flavor. On the other 
hand, if salt is applied too soon, ob- 
noxious gases will be retained and 
the meat will possess an offensive 
odor. It is also impossible to obtain 
good results when the meat is froz- 
en. 


Three useful recipes for popular 


forms of cured meat are given be- 
low. 
The only equipment necessary 


for them are the ingredients already 
mentioned and a clean hardwood bar- 
rel, or a large stone jar or crock. 


In considering these recipes it is 


well to remember that, on the whole, 
brine-cured meats are best for farm 
use. 
They are less trouble against 


insects and vermin. 
A cool, moist 


cellar Is the best place for brine cur- 
ing. 
The cellar shoulu be dark and 


tight enough to prevent flies and ver- 
min. 


Recipes for (,'uring. 


Corned Beef.—The 
pieces 
com- 


monly used for corning are the plate, 
rump, cross ribs, and brisket, or, in 
other words, the cheaper cuts of 
meat. The loin, ribs, and other fancy 
cuts are more often used fresh, and 
since there is more or less waste of 
nutrients in corning, this is well. 
The pieces for corning should be cut 
into convenient-sized joints, say 5 or 
6 inches square. 
It should be the 


aim to cut them all about the same 
thickness, so that they will make an 
even layer in the barrel. 


Meat from 
fat 
animals 
makes 


choicer corned beef than that from 
poor animals. 
When the meat is 


thoroly coled it should he corned as 
soon as possible, as any decay in the 
meat is likely to spoil the brine dur- 
ing the corning process. 
Under no 


circumstances should the meat be 
brined while it is frozen. 
Weigh out 


the meat and allow 8 pounds of salt 
to each 100 pounds; sprinkle a lay- 
er of salt one-quarter of an inch in 
depth over the bottom of the barrel; 
pack in as closely as possible the cuts 
of meat, making a layer 5 or 6 inches 
in thickness; then put on a layer of 
salt, following that with another lay- 
er of meat; repeat until the meat 
and salt have all bee packed in the 
barrel, care being used to reserve salt 
enough for a good layer over the top. 
After the package has stood over 
night add, for every 100 pounds of 
meat, 4 pounds of sugar, 2 ounces of 
baking soda, and 4 ounces of salt- 
peter dissolved in a gallon of tepid 
water. Three gallons more of water 
should be sufficient to cover this 
quantity. 
In case more or less than 


100 pounds of meat is to be corned, 
make the brine in the proportion giv- 
en. 
A loose board cover, weighted 


down with a heavy stone or piece of 
iron, should be put on the meat to 
keep all of it under the brine. In case

It is not necessary to boil the brine 


e<c«pt in warm weather. If the meat 
ba- been corned during the winter 
<iiid must be keut into the summer 
spason. it would be well to watch the 
urine closely during the spring, as 
j t is more likely to spoil at that time 
than at any other season. 
If the 


brine appears to be ropy or does not 
'inp freely from the finger when im- 
mersed and lifted, it should be turn- 
ed off and new brine added, after 
carefully washing the meat. 
The 


sugar or molasses in the brine has a 
tendency to ferment, and, unless the 
brine is kept in a cool place, there is 
sometimes trouble from this source. 
The meat should be kept in the brine 
2? !s 40 days to secure thorough 
corning', 


Dried Beef.—The round is com- 


monly used for dried beef, tlie inside 
of the thigh being considered the 
choicest p.ece, as it is slightly more 
tender than the outside of the round. 


The round should be cut length- 


wise of the grain of the meat in pre- 
aring for dried beef, so that the mus 
cle fibers may be cut crosswise when 
the dried beef is sliced fo rtable use. 
A tight jar or cask is necessary for 
curing. 
The process is as follows: 


To each 100 pounds of meat weigh 
out 
Z pounds of salt, 3 pounds of 


granulated sugar, and 2 ounces of 
saltpeter; mix thoroughly together. 
Rub the meat on all surfaces with a 
third of the mixture and pack it in 
the jar as tightly as possible. Allow 
it to remain three days, when it 
should be removed and rubbed again 
with another third of the mixture. In 
repacking piK at the bottom the 
pieces that were on top the first time. 
Let stand for three days, when they 
°hould be removed and rubbed with 
the rema'ning third of the mixture 
and allowed to stand for three days 
more. The meat is then ready to be 
removed from the pickle. The liquid 
forming in the tars should not be re- 
movod, but the meat should be re- 
p:'ck;d in the liquid each time. Af- 
ter being removed from the pickle the 
moat should be smoked and hung 
in a dry attic or near the kitchen fire 
where the water will evaporate, from 
it. It may be used at any time after 
smoking, although the longer it hangs 
iu the dry atmosphere the drier it will 
get. 
The drier the climate, in gener- 


1, the more easily meats can be dried. 
In arid regions good dried meat can 
be made by exposing it fresh to the 
air, 
with protection from flies. 


Plain Salt Pork.—Rub each piece 


of meat with fine common salt and 
paci. closely in a barrel. 
Let stand 


01 er night. 
The next day weigh out 


j o Ibs, of salt and 2 ounces of salt- 
peter to each 100 pounds of meat and 
dissolve in 4 gallons of boiling wa- 


i ter. 
* our this brine over the meat 


j when cold, cover, and weight down 


to keep it under the brine. Meat will 
pacK best if cut into pieces about 6 
inches square. 
The pork should be 


kept in the brine till used. 


Sugar-cured Hams and Bacon.— 


When the meat is cooled, rub each 
piece with salt and allow it to drain 
over night. Then pack it in a bar- 
rel with the hams and shoulders in 
the bottom, using the strips of bacon 
to fill in between or to put on top. 
Weigh out for each 100 pounds of 


meat 8 pounds of salt, 2 pounds of 
brown sugar, and 2 ounces of salt- 
peter. 
Dissolve all in 4 gallons of 


water, and cover the meat with the 
brine. 
For summer use it will he 


safest to boil the brine before using. 
In that case it should be thoroughly 
coled before it is used. For winter 
curing it is not necessary to boil the 
brine. 
Bacon strips - should remain 


in this brine four to six weeks; hams 
six to eight weeks. 
This is a stan- 


dard recipe and has given the best 
of satisfaction. 
Hams and bacon cur- 


ed in the spring will keep right thru 
the summer after they are seraoked. 
The meat will be sweet and pala- 
table ii it is properly smoked, and 
the flavor will be good. 


The Romance of the Potato. 


Is there a dining table in the civi- 


lized world that knows not the pota- 
to? 
Carlyle once declared that "the 


biggest gold nugget ever found was 
never half so useful to the world as 
one good mealy potato." 
And yet 


the potato had a hard fight for recog- 
nition. 


It is probable that the potato was 


originally an American plant, its use 
became universal thru its adoption 
as an article of food in Europe. Who 
introduced it into Europe? There are 
many claimants for the honor. Some 
say that it was the naturalist Clusius 
who planted the tuber in the Botani- 
al Gardens at Vienna in 1588 but the 
Spaniards tell a different story, for 
their records say that the plant was 
brought from South America into 
Spain about 158(1. They declare that 
it was taken from Spain into Italy 
and Belgium, and that it was from 
a Belgian that Clusius obtained his 
roots. 


There are other stories to be heard, 


however. 
Sir John Hawkins on re- 


turning from Stata Fe in 1563 had 
with him some potatoes, but it is 
more than probable that they were 
yams or "sweet potatoes" the same 
that Columbus described as "not un- 
like chestnuts in flavor." Sir Wal- 
ter Raleigh is said to have the real 
potato from Virginia in 1586, but his 
claim is disputed, and it is asserted 
that the genuine "Irish" potato is a 
native of Chile. 


Tradition says that Sir 
Francis 


Drake made a present of some potato 
roots to Raleigh, who planted them in 
his garden in County Cork in 1594 
but it is not until 1610 that we have 
authentic record of potatoes in Ire- 
land. In 1597 a book on herbal medi- 
cine was written by Gerard, the fron- 
tispiece to which was a portrait of 
the author, holding a potato in his 
hand. 


When potatoes were first raised for 


food, it was the "seed" or "apple" 
that was used, and it was some time 
before the tuber was found to be the 
mott delicious food. 


Up to the end of the seventeenth 


century the potato was out of the 
reach of people of moderate incomes. 
It is recorded that in 1662 potatoes 
were sold at one shilling (twenty-five 
cents) a pound in the London mar- 
kets, but the sale was small, because 
so many people believe that the po- 
tato caused leprosy and fever. Others 
declared that they were endangering 
their souls if they ate the potato, 
since the tuber was not mentioned in 
the Bible. 


The late Wuke of Argyll in his 


history of Scotland says that little or 
nothing was known of the potato in 
Scotland until long past the middle 
of the eighteenth century. The Duch- 
ess of Bu^eleuch, 
in 
"Household 


Bouk" for the yeir 1701, speaks of 
the potato as "an esculent of great 
rarity." 


Hugh Miller, in his "Schools and 


Schoolmasters." says that his mater- 
nal grandfather, about the year 1740, 
used to bring home in his pocket 
some three or four potatoes as great 
rarities grown by the gentry, for he 
vas a friend of the head gardner at 
Bainagown Castle. 
Thomas Carlyle 


tells us that his father got possession 
of four potatoes, and knew so little 
about them that he hid them away 
'ir a possible time of want, and that 
potatoes were saved to be eaten at 
Hallowe'en. 
There is no doubt that 


the Irish were the first people to re- 
cognize the value of the potato as a 
.•n,ile, article of food.

PLOW NOW TO PREVENT. 


LOSS FROM WHITE GRUBS. 


"If the farmers of Wisconsin -win 


plow, as soon as possible, the fields 
upon which they intend to raise, next 
year, corn, or other crops which are 
grown in hills, they very likely will 
save themselves thousands of dol- 
lars. 


This is the appeal whlc hJaems G. 


Sanders, Entomolgist for the "Uni- 
versity Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion is making to the farmers of the 
state. 


The saving will come fro mthe de- 


struction of millions of white grubs, 
the worm stage of the June beetles 
which are now in the ground and 
which unless killed, will do untold 
damage to young crops next spring 
and summer. 


Mr. Sanders predicts tha', unless 


control measures are soon adopted, 
the loss by these pests next season 
will be exceedingly heavy. 


"A£ June beetles, these pests," says 


Mr. Sanders, "do but very little harm, 
but next spring, as full grown grubs, 
they will be capable of doing untold 
damage, feeding almost entirely on 
living roots, preferably corn, timothy 
potatoes and strawberries. 


While June beetles in themselves 


are harmless, they are of course re- 
sponsible for tne white grubs which 
do so much damage to growing crops. 
They lay their eggs in land covered 
with vegetation during the time of 
their Sights, which is in Mya or June 
Consequnetly lands in small grains, 
timothy and such other crops as cov- 
er the ground, as well as land which 
was overgrown with weeds at that 
t'me, is most likely to be infested 
with grubs. 


While fall flowing and deep 


disking are of great' value in destroy- 
ing the grubs, Mr. Sanders does not 
recommend them as entirely satis- 
factory means of eradicating these 
pests. 
In addition to this precau- 


tion, farmers should carefully plan 
their rotation for next year so as to 
plant only those crops which are least 
susceptible to the grubs, such as small 
grains, clover, vetch, etc., on land 
that was covered with heavy vege- 
tation last spring. 


Cornfields which were kept culti- 


,-ated and free from weeds last sea- 
son may be planted to corn, or po- 
tatoes next spring with a reasonable 
degree of safety. 


The grubs have been found this 


year in the northern part of the state 
and in some of the potato growing 
districts where they have never been 
seen before. 
Mr. Sanders is working 


our new methods of control, but as 
yet it is too early to predict what re- 
sults will come from his experiments.

HAY FEVER. 


Weeks after the close of the past 


Iiay fever season I m et a victim and 
his wife in the northern 
woods. 


The man was one of the most superb 
hunters I ever saw. His real ocupat- 
on was that of a merchant In a south- 
ern Wisconsin town. 


His wife told me that for years her 


husband had been oblidged to leave 
business in the late summer for a 
sojourn in the woods to secure re- 
lief from his hay fever. She explain- 
ed, without a smile, that that year 
they had to postpone their trip until 
after the regular season on account 
of his business being so heavy that it 
could not be left. 


And that indicates one very import- 


ant phase of hay fever. It has been 
remarked that hay fever attacks only 
those whose business and means per- 
mit the luxury. 
While it is true 


that there is a big nervous element 
in hay fever, nevertheless the pecu- 
liar disorder isn't all nerves nor all 
Imagination. 


The lining membrane of the nose 


is peculiarly sensitive In hay fever 
victims. 
Sometimes this peculiarly 


sensitiveness is due to some growth 
or other unnatural condition. 
In 


case of this nature, successful treat- 
ment of these disorders removes the 
tendency to hay fever. 


On top of the peculiar neurosis and 


the sensitive membrane, wh'ch may 
also be a nervous hypersens'tlvcness, 
there is some irritant—commonly the 
pollen of some flowering plant. 
The 


irritant isn't necessarily confined to 
such sources, however. In the case of 
one eminent sufferer, cited by Osier, 
"a certain sort of feather pillow" 
actedas the exc'tant. In another of 
my own acquaintance, a flax seed 
poultice would invariably bring on 
a typical siezure. 


Hay fever is too common to call 


for any description here of its sym- 
ptoms. 
While a large amount of 


clinical and laboratory research is 
being carried on to determine a possi- 
bly more specific cause and a "sure 
enough remedy," nothing new has 
been established. 
A single mail de- 


livery brought two 
inquiries 
for 


"some new rel'ef measure." A sug- 
gestion of danger lies in these and 
the thousands of similar queries that 
are being made at this season. 


It is a well known fact amongat 


physicians that Jnany drug fiends 
have been made by drugs employed to 
give relief. 
Hay fever remedies of 


stcret formulae should be shunned 
They are almost certain to owe what- 
ever relief they may afford to dan- 
gerous, habit-forming drugs 
A vic- 


tim may better chance "sneezing his 
liead off" than to tempt a drug fiend's 
reason for blowing out his brains. 
If the treatment of a conscientious 
physician doesn't succeed in making 
symptoms tolerable, one had much 
better seeK a hay fever victims re- 
sort at any cost. 


One can, however, fight the ner- 


vous frame of mind which as I have 
suggested above, is a factor in pro- 
bably every case. 
Certainly there 


is no sense in beginning to sneeze 
in the presence of artificial flowers, 
as has been done.

They are on the Clack- 
amas river, 30 miles south of Esta- 
cada and 70 miles from Portland. 


These springs are 50 in number, 


and one throws out a stream seven 
inches in diameter. The spripgs have 
been known to the Indians for many 
years.

Michel Arquetto, a trapper, hearing an 
old Indian of the Molalla tribe speak 
of hot springs this side of the range 
made an investigation and

The springs are supposed to be the 


hottest in the world-220 degrees. 
Beans have been cooked in the larg- 
er spring with the same dispatch as 
on a stove. Eggs, enceased in a mesh 
of any kind, have been cooked in three 
minutes. 
Even fish have been caught 


in the Clackamas river and without 
being taken off the line have been

impregnated with 


salts but not of sufficient strength

Attorney General in Opinion to Di»- 


trict Attorney Shows How Ballots 


May Be Arranged Legally. 


Madison.—The attorney general has 


advised District Attorney Charles A. 
Taylor of Barren that the ballot for 
the November, election should be .ar- 
ranged as. to. give the electors a chance 
to express their first antl second choice 
for candidates for United States sen- 
ator. The attorney general stated this 
could be accomplished easily by plac- 
ing after the names of the respective 
nominees for United States senator 
two squares instead of one, marking 
one "first choice" and the other "sec- 
ond choice." 


The attorney general said electors 


who desire to vote a straight party 
ticket except in case of United States 
senator could place a cross in a circle 
over his party ticket and then put a 
cross in the second place square alter 
the candidate for whom he desired to 
cast his second choice vote. 


The section of the statute to which 


the attorney general referred to is as 
follows: 
"Sec. 94w—I. 
I—A senator in the 


congress of the United States shall 
be chosen at the general election in 
the year 1914 and every six years 
thereafter and also in the year 1916 
and every six years thereafter. 


"2—The names of all persons nomi- 


nated for the office of United States 
senator shall be printed on the ballot 
provided in subsection i, of section 38 
in substantially the manner and form 
indicated in the annexed form A., pro- 
vided in subdivision A., of subdivision 
17 of section 28, so that each elector 
may designate on such ballot the name 
of his first choice, also the name of 
his second choice for the said office 
of United States senator and such bal- 
lot shall be marked in the manner pre- 
scribed in subsection 8, of section 
11-12. 
"3—The rules and procedure of can- 


vassing first and second choice votes 
cast for the office of United States sen- 
ator at any general election shall be 
the same as the rules and procedure 
prescribed in section 11-17 and in (1913 
c. 634). 
It was said ill the attorney general s 


office this section of the election law 
generally implied a voter might pick 
the nominee of any party he chose for 
his first choice vote and then vote any 
other nominee as his second choice, 
or the position of United Staes sen- 
ator.

Clocks that tell the time with only 


one hand are something of a novelty 
but they cannot compare with a re- 
cently invented clock which never 
needs winding. It will run forever—or 
at least until its metal parts wear out. 


This sounds like the old fallacy of 


perpetual motion, but. as a matter of 
fact, is far from it. 
The new. clock 


runs by using in an ingenious way the 
energy produced by changes in tem- 
perature. 


Metal bars, which are very sensitive 


to temperature changes, are arranged 
n such i\ manner that when the n:er- 
cury falls and the birz contract this 
slight motion of the metal is fully used. 
When the thermometer goes up and 
the bars expand slightly, the motion 
involved in their lengthening is also 
made to do work. 


The motion from the bars lifts tiny 


steel balls from a lower reservoir to an 
upper one. There they are made to 
turn a wheel In much the same way 
that water turns an old-fashioned 
water wheel. 


The energy resulting from the ex- 


pansion and contraction of metal as 
the temperautre changes can be used 
only to operate mechanism like that of 
clocks and watches, which requires 
only a small amount of power. It is 
too expensive to bf> used where much 
power is required. 


Somebody with a fondness for math- 


ematics has estimated that to gen- 
erate a single horse power in this way 
would 'cost nearly fifty million dol- 
lars.'-

Hottest Springs on Earth Said to Have 


Been Located Seventy Mile* 


From Portland. 


Springs hot enough to cook beans 


and boil eggs in three minutes have 
been found within a short distance of 
Portland, Ore. They are on the Clack- 
amas river, 30 miles south of Esta- 
cada and 70 miles from Portland. 


These springs are 60 in number, 


and one throws out a stream seven 
Inches in diameter. The springs have 
been known to the Indians for many 
years. 
A French halfbreed named 


Michel Arquetto, a trapper, hearing an 
old Indian of the Molalla tribe speak 
of hot springs this side of the range, 
made an investigation and 
found 


them. 


The springs are supposed to be the 


hottest in the world—220 degrees. 
Beans have been cooked In the larg- 
er spring with the same dispatch as 
on a stove. Eggs, enceased in a mesh 
of any kind, have been cooked in three 
minutes. Even fish have been caught 
in the Clackamas river and without 
being taken off the line have been 
dropped into the spring and in a very 
brief time cooked to a turn. 


The waters coine from solid rock 


and are strongly impregnated with 
salts, but not of sufficient strength 
to make tho taste objectionable^ 


Many stories are told by the Indians 


with regard to the wonderful proper- 
ties of these springs and they have 
been known to cross the mountains 
from the reservation on the other side 
to bathe in the waters of the "Big 
Hole," as they call it
